TIES, RAISED PUBLICLY AT A MEETING OF BER- 
“LIN SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC OFFICIALS BY _ OP- 
PONENTS OF THE FUSION, ARE SUBSTANTIAT- 
ED BY REPORTS RECEIVED FROM THE HAN.- 
OVER HEADQUARTERS OF THE SOCIAL .DEMO- 
CRATIC PARTY FOR WESTERN GERMANY. 


Thest reports have becn col- 
lected from Social Democrat of- 
ficials, editors and Party secre-~ 
tarles, who have recently left 
the Soviet Zone because this up- 
peared to them as the only way 
to avoid any consequences of 
their dig{nelination to yupport 
the fusicn against their real 
convictions. 7 

Charges in these reports fall 
under three headings—the ac- 
tive role played by Russian of- 
ficera in preparing tho fusion in 


the provinces; handling vf So-° 


viet press control and avrests 
of Social-Democrata, who have 
not proved sufficieptly pliable. 
Tho renorts claim that up to 
the middle of, Fobruary. no inter- 
nal Social-Democrat mectings on 
the fasion issuo had taken place 
in ¢ho entire provinces. Resolu- 
tlons In favour of the fusion 
published by the Berlin radio. 
they say, wero all passed at “yolnt 
public meotings” called on ‘the 
Initiative of ithe Communists, 
where the latter are well organis- 
od,.o8in Saxony. or directly by 
Russian officeras: where the Com- 
munista aro weak, ns In Mecklen- 
burg and parte of Brandonburz.
